Retired Brass Turns to Liberty Lobby

The Liberty Lobby and the 
extremist views of its fotmder, 
[jWillis Carto’\that Jews are at 
the root of the Nation’s trou- 
bles and that all Negroes 
should be deported to Africa, 
might be kissed off as unim- 
portant were it not for two 
things. 

First, the Lobby managed to 
deluge the Nation with 20 mil- 
lion pieces of political litera- 
ture during the 1964 campaign, 
part of the “LBJ: A Political 
Biography” smear sheet 
against the President. 

Second, the Lobby has man- 
aged to attract the support of 
various retired admirals and 
generals plus campaign funds 
from some businessmen. The 
latter include Joseph H. Pew 
of the Sun Oil Company, who 
contributed $1000 to the Lobby 
in 1963. 

Finally, the Lobby was able 
to entice four Senators into 
appearing on the Liberty Lob- 
by’s radio series, “Congress 
Calling.” They were Sens. 
Mundt (R-S.D.), McClellan (D- 
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Ark.), D irksen (RAIL), andj Florida Minutemen and a can 
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Lausche (D-Ohio). The series 
appeared in 1962, but was 
short-lived. The Senators even- 
tually got wise to who was 
backing the program.

LBJ and Kremlin 

One of the chief campaigns 
of the Liberty Lobby recently 
has been to charge that Pres- 
|ident Johnson doesn’t want to 
win the war in Vietnam. 

‘Liberty L o w d o w n,” de- 
scribed as “a confidential 
Washington report supplied 
only to Liberty Lobby pledg- 
ers” recently charged that 


the United States was in “se- 
cret agreement” with the 
Kremlin. 

"It must be interjected that 
there is not the slightest equi- 
vocation on that point,” stated 
Liberty Lowdown. “Our Gov- 
ernment does not want to win; 
and it is this fact that makes 
futile and foolish all concepts 
that any conservatives might 
have about the right way to 
win the war. The fact which 
cannot be dismissed is that the 
real enemy of the American 
people is in Washington, D.C., 
nowhere else. 

“Liberty Lobby has in its 
possession a report on the ex- 
istence of a secret agreement 
between the Washington re- 
gime and the Kremlin which 
has never been ratified by the 
Senate — and which indeed is 
not even known to the vast 
majority of officials in Wash- 
ington, but which explains per- 
fectly the reason why we can- 
not win.
